QUICK 
START. 

The blaze started the quickest in 
the history of Atlanta. Flames 
were leaping up from the roof al- 
most at once. ‘Only the great work 
of the fire department prevented 
sweeping of the entire block. 

The fire seemed to have started 
either on the second or the third 
floor, for the first floor was prac- 
tically undamaged as far as the 
fire was concerned. The second 
and the third floors were gutted, 
however. 

While the old Stag hotel received 
the brunt of the damage, other 
places of business in the block were 
also damaged. The loss will be a 
very heavy one, but it Is impossible 
fo estimate it at this time. It will 
in all probability exceed $100,000. 

In fighting the flames about 3 
o'clock a fireman, Bob Netherlands, 
Was injured and was rushed to the 
Grady hospital. The extent of his 
injuries are not known, but it is 


understood that they are serious, 

Every fire station in the city was 
called upon for aid, and the fire- 
nen were directed in their work 
by Chief W. B. Cody.

Stating that he shot George John 
Moody in self-defense, after he had 
h'm enter his wife’s room 
through a window, Rush Irwin took 
the witness stand in the superior 
court late Thursday afternoon in his 
own defense and related the events 
leading up to the shooting. After 
the statement of the defendant the 
defense sprang a surprise when At- 
torney Reuben R, Arnold announced 
that their case was closed. 

In his statement, which followed 
that of his little 13-year-old dauzch- 
ter, Mary, Irwin attacked his wife’s 
character, claimed that his little gir! 
had been influenced to testify against 
him by his wife and also stated that 
Tucker, the roommate of the dead 
man, had had an unders inding 
with the deceased and on the night 
of the shooting had warned Moody 
of his (Irwin's) movements after the 
victim had gone into Mrs. Irwin’s 
room. 

Two Statements Differ. 

The statement differed im a num- 
ber of respects from the ‘testimony 
of his little daughter, the greatest 
difference being in the recital of 
events immediately precedi-<e the 
actual shooting, Mary, whose voice 
broke at times under the gruelling 
cross-examination, stated that she 
was dozing on a settee on the porch 
when she heard her mother scream. 
and she rushed into the hall and saw 
her mother with her arm on her 
father’s shoulder, That her father 
told her to “run upstairs and wake 
Mr. Tucker and Mr. Moody, it’s bur- 
”" and that she ran 


upstairs to their room and her father 


‘ran two steps at a time to the detec- 


tive’s room. 

When she reached the room occu- 
Pied by Moody and Tucker she 
Knocked on the door and got no re- 
sponse, then she opened the door and 
called both men by name, saw both 
men in bed and saw both move to 
get up. Then, she stated, she went 
downstairs to her mother’s room and 
went in and closed the door. Later 
she heard the pistol shots. 

Irwin stated that the bed had not 
been slept im-that night and that his 
wife told Mary to tell the men that 
he said there were burglars in the 
house. 

When Irwin took the witness 
stand he told his>etory without the 
Slightest hesitation, and in a rapid 
manner. The statement was not 
made under oath.

not been reflected in anything like 
the proportion it should be upon the 
tax digests. The tax returns in 
every county were too low, he said, 
and between counties little progress 
had be@m made in the direction of 
equalization.

Others were paying as high as 40 to 
45 per cent, which was about the 


' best being done, while the law re- 


quired that all property should be 


returned at 100 per cent. 
No Effort to Equalize. 

No effort had been made by him 
to equalize between the counties this 
year, he said. His newness to the 
office made it impossible for him to 
equAlize fairly. The equalizers, he 
had no doubt. had acted :’ith scrupu- 
lous conscientiousness in: the vast 
majority of cases, but the law was 
defective in not allowing them suf- 
in which to do their 
work. Accordingly, he had accepted 
the returns from the assessors this 
vear without change in all except 
two counties, in one of which he 
had been asked to “rvene by the 
assessors themselves, who were tan- 
cled up in a local row, and in the 
other of which he had co.rected a 
glaring omission of the tax receiver, 
who had dropped from the digest 
about half the lands in his county. 

The commissioner then outlined 
the plan which he was carrying 
out with a view to bringing the 
counties up next year. He had ar- 
ranged the 155 counties into 19 
groups, holding meetings of the 
county tax officials in each group 
for the.purpose of comparing ideas 
and methods and of getting an estl- 
mate as to the actual value of land 
in @€ach county.

Fullbright said that only six 
more grou meetings remained to 
be held. all in south Georgia, and 
that he expected to finish next week 
with these meetings. As soon as he 
could collate and digest the infor- 
mation gathered at all the group 
meetings, he expected to call a meet- 
ing of tax officials of all the coun- 
ties in Atlanta, probably about De- 
cember 10. He hoped to have every 
county represented at this meeting 


Will Apportion Increase, 


After the actual values submit- 
ted for all the counties of the state 
had been compared and equalized, he 
proposed to formulate a statement 
to be sent to al) tax receivers be- 
fore the 1920 tax books opened, no- 
tifying each of them just how much 
increase must be had from their 
county with actual value estimates 
used as a comparative basis. In 
other words, the quarter billion dol- 
lar increase in assessments required 
would be added to the returns of 
this year and the whole apportion- 
ed among the various counties as 
nearly as possible in proportion to 
actual values.

New Orleans, November 6.—The 
price for this season’s yellow clari- 
fied sugar was fixed at 17 cents a 
pound at a meeting here late today 
of Louisiana planters, the _ price 
Subject to the approval of Attorney 
General Palmer. An additional cent 
a pound for choice plantation granu- 
lated was set and the scale of prices 
arranged. 

The decision was announced here 
tonight and forwarded to Washing- 
ton. It was said that the planters 
generally had expected a higher 
price but had set this figure when 
Henry Mooney, United States dis- 
trict attorney, Stated that any 


higher figure would necessitate a 
federal investigation on profiteering 
grounds. 

The Louisiana crop was purchased 
through the government last year 
but it is expecied this year’s yield 
will go on the open market with 
partial government regulation of 
price, 

The sugar shortage which has 
been acute since the gtrike of the 
langshoremen here is beginning to 
br6éak. The release of 5U0U tons, or 
1,000,000 pounds of the British roy- 
al commission huge supply held up 
in storage here because of the strike 
has begun.

Admiral Has Ordered 
Preliminary Evacuation 
of Omsk by Certain De- 
partments—Seat of Gov- 
ernment May Be Moved. 


Omsk, Friday, October 31.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Owing ito 
the menacing advance of the bolshe- 
vist force, Admiral Kolchak has or 
dered a preliminary evacuation of 
Omsk by the American hospital and 
such government departments as 
are not directly necessary here. 

It is possible that the seat of gov- 
ernment may be moved to the east- 
ward. 

Express railway service has been 


‘temporarily suspended and railway 


cars are heing concentrated at 
Omsk as a precautionary measure. 

The occupation by the bolsheviki 
of Petropavlovsk and their near 
approach to the Iishim river north- 
ward has given the military situa- 
tion a serious aspect. There is no- 
ticeable tension among the popula- 
tion. 

The latest bulletins issued here 
show that the red forces have ap- 
proached within forty miles of the 
town of Ishim, and that their front 
extends from Ishim diagonally to 
Petropavlovsk through Kazakova. 

It is anticipated that the Sibe- 
rian forces will make a stand before 
Omsk, instead of aiong the Ishim 
river. 

U. S. Rall Corps Stays. 

Colonel Emerson has_ rescinded 
the order to the American kailway 
corps to retire from Siberia and the 
men are remaining at their posts 
for duty. 

Major General Janin, commanding 
the Czecho-Slovak forces whose 
withdrawal has been ordered, has 
given assurances that the. Czechs 
will continue to guard the trouble- 
some sections of the Trans-Siberian 
railway and keep communications 
open for the present. 

American Cuonsu:r General Harris, 
General! Knox, the British command- 
er, and General Janin reward the 
Situation as grave, though not vet 
critical.

BY KOLCHAN FORCES. 
Washington, November 6.—The 
Withdrawal of Admiral Kolchak 
from Omsk does not portend a zen- 
eral retreat of the all-Russian 
forces such as was seen last sum- 
mer, official advices received in 
Washington declare. Military ob- 
Servers in reporting the movement 
characterize it as purely local in 
character, although the front af- 


fected might seem at first glance 
to have been extensive, 

War department records show 
there are no American military 
forces at Omsk or in the vicinity of 
that city. The American railway 
mission, headed by Colonel! Emerson 
and including several other engi- 
neer officers, were based on Omsk, 
but until press dispatches of today 
Were received were understood to 
have already started for Vliadi- 
Vostok. Major Homer BH. Slaughter 
'S With Admiral Kolchak as the of- 
ficial representative of Major Gen- 
eral William S Graves, commanding 
the American Siberian expedition, 
but undoubtedly would accompany 
Kolchak’s neadquarters to Irkutsk. 
Other than these, it was said, a few 
Red Cross workers comprise the 
Only American representation. 

Attributing the withdrawal @di- 
rectly to the recent evacuation of 
the Czech troops from the Siberian 
front, military exports in Washing- 
ton, who have been instructed to 
watch the situation closely, ex- 
pressed the belief today that the 
backward movement would stop as 
soon as Kolchak had rectified his 
line to conform with the terrain 
over which he is operating and to 
cover the dangerous “break” left 
when the Czechs were removed.

pended mass of lead mav dacrea 
the gravitation by a small amount! 

“My researches of ether show con 
clusively that gravitation is due t 
waves in the ether and certain very 
resistant bodies in the line of action 
may thus introduce a slight screen- 
ing effect.”

Fuel Bought at Mines 
Was at First Held Up 
by Southern Regional 
Coal Committee. 


Although eight cars of coal con- 
signed to the Atlanta school de- 
partment were held up on priority 
orders issued Wednesday by the 
southern regional coal~ committee, 
these were released Thursday after 
Business Manager R. C. Little, of 
the school department, protested 
that the coal was immediately need- 
ed at sevefal of the city schools, and 
that if it was seized and the schools 
forced to purchase small amounis 
to carry them over five-day periods, 
the coal would cost the department 
more than double the contract price. 

The city has eight cars of coal 
billed and in transit, and some of 
this coal, according to Mr. Little, is 
thought to be in the Atlanta rail- 
road yards. The school departmene 
was notified Wednesday that the 
coal would not be delivered, but that 
in case of fuel being needed by the 
school department, it could be sup- 
plied from retailers. 

Mr. Little protested against this 
because of the fact that the coal 
purchased by the school department 
had been contracted for at_ the 
mines at about $2.50 a ton, making 
the delivery price in Atlanta, with a 
$1.95 freight charge, $4.45. The 
school- coal is delivered by a truck 
belonging to the department. He 
told the regional coal committee 
that if the school department were 
| forced to go to retailers for coal, 
| it would cost the department some- 
{thing like $8.50 a ton, and that a 
‘delivery charge would probably be 
made that would increase this price 
to $9.50 or $9.75 per ton. 

Following a conference with the 
coal committee, Mr. Little stated 
that he had been assured of the re- 
Jease of the coal that has been 
shipped to the Atlanta schools. 


Speaking of Books. 


It has always been known that, in 
writing his famous historical nov- 
els, Alexandre Dumas, the elder, 
owed a great deal to Auguste Ma- 
quet and other collaborators, but, 
according to an article published in 
the Revue de Paris by M. Gustave 
Simon, this collaboration went a 
great deal further than has hitherto 
been suspected. 

M. Simon maintains that not only 
did Maquet conceive the idea of 
founding a novel on the “Memoirs de 
M. d@’Artagnan,” but actually wrote 
the “Three Musketeers,” to which 
book, more than any other, Dumas 
owes his fame. M. Simon says that 
he compared Maquet’s manuscript 
with the printed text and found that 
the two were practically identical, 
the only changes being the inver- 
sion of a few phrases and the addi- 
tion of some paragraphs. M. Simon 
even publishes several notes from 
Dumas to Maquet clamoring for 
“eopy” about d’Artagnan and sug- 
gesting developments of’ the story. 
Maquet went on selling his work to 
Dumas for ten years. M. Simon 
promises to explain, in another ar- 
ticle, why Maquet’s real share in 
Dumas’ novels was never. dis- 
closed.—Continental Edition of the 
London Mail.

Instructions were sent out to vari- 
ous officials in southern cities 
Thursday by Regional Director B.

It is of course essential both becanse of the 
present bituminons coal strike and in order 
that the needs for the coming winter may 
be looked after that fuel be used as eco- 
nomically as possible. It should also be 
remembered that the railronds did not in- 
terfere with the delivery of coal ta desig- 
nated consignees until the day before the 
Wresent strike beran.

The cause of the present alarm- 
ing situation, according to Superin= 
tendent Smith, of the waterwork$ 
department, is attributable to a 
break-down in one of the old pumps 
that had been forcing water from 
the river station into one of the big 
reservoirs. The failing of the pump 
allowed the water to get so low in 
that lake that it could not be used. 
This foreed the department to -use 
water frein the other reservoir, 
which has also become very low. 
and which threatens to get below 
the point where the water can. be 
used. 

“If we can get labor with which 
to prepare for the connecting pipe,” 
said Superintendent Smith, “I be- 
lieve it will take us only a short 
time to get one of the new rotary 
pump in action at the river station. 
This pump will force water into the 
reservoir that failed and will great- 
Iv relieve the situation. We ure 
trving to get this done at once in 
order to avoid a sertaus situation 
that might follow if the matter is 
left as it is. J think, if we ean get 
the hands for the ditch. we can get 
the new pump working within about 
ten days.” 

Mr. Smith said the situation is 
not immediately alarming, unless 
some more of the old pumps should 
go out of commission.

Plans for closer co-operation be- 

tween the city government and the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce were 
made by the chamber yesterday 
when more than 150 members, at the 
November meeting, voted by more 
than a two-thirds majority to place 
the mayor of Atlanta perpetually as 
an ex-officio member of the cham- 
ber board of directors. . 
| The fight to begin closing the 
gap between the two main. civic 
forces was introduced in a short 
talk by President Sam C. Dobbs at 
the opening of the meeting. It was 
later advocated by Captain W. D. 
Ellis, Jr.. chairman of the commit- 
tee recently appointed to make cer- 
tain changes in the by-laws of the 
organization. He was supported by 
Mell Wilkinson, C. W. McClure and 
several others. 

Wilmer L. Moore, former presi- 
dent of the chamber, opposed the 
action of the chamber, stating that 
the chamber should “enter into no 
entangling alliances with city poli- 
tics.”” He told of possible conditions 
which will arise later and stated 
that a man of ambition, wishing to 
further his political interests, 
would not hesitate to use informa- 
tion he might gain confidentially 
for his own benefit even at the ex- 
pense of the directors and members 
of Atlanta’s trade association. 

Eleet County Chairman. 

It was also decided to include the 
chairman of the county board of 
commissioners as a member of the 
board in the change in the by-laws, 
so that all interests of Atlanta and 
close vicinity may be centralized, 
and instead of working at 
purposes, the famous old “Atlanta 
spirit” will assert itself for the 
common good. 

President Dobbs stated following 
the action of the chamber that “I 
have not expressed an opinion one 
way of the other during the argu- 
ment because I did not wish to at- 
tempt to exert any influence in this 
matter. I must say, however, that 
I think it an extremely wise step 
which you have just taken. 

“The time has come,” Mr. Dobbs 
continued, “when the chamber must 
take a hand in the political life of 
the city or else face disaster as a 
civie organization. When I entered 
office as president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce one year 
ago, I realized that several changes 
in the form of government in the 
chamber as well as our city were 
needed. We are now completing 
the smaller item, and we must stand 
together on the big job, which is, 
Secure a better and more compact 
form of city government.” 

Captain Ellis, in replying to the 
objections of Mr. Moore, observed 
that the object of the committee, in 
suggesting the chayge in the by- 
laws regarding the head of the city 
government was to bring the cham- 
ber and the city government into 
closer contact. “We should work 
together,” he said, “for the general 
good of the city. If there are stren- 
uous objections to city officials, it 
is our duty as citizens to see better 
men elected. I believe if the mayor 
is brought into friendly contact 
with the representative business 
men of the city on the chamber di- 
rectorate it will do away with a 
great deal of the antagonism which 
has been so apparent on both sides.”

IRELAND TO FIGHT | 


TWO PARLIAMENTS, 


SAYS PLUNKETT 


London, November 6.—Sir Horace 
Plunkett, discussing with the As- 
sociated Press today the report that 
the cabinet committee on Ireland 
has accepted proposals providing 
for the creating of two separate 
Irish parliaments, with some form 
of supreme authority representative 
of both, reiterated the ideas he had 
expressed in his speech at the Na- 
tional Liberal club October 29, when 
he advocated an offer of the fullest 
measure of self-government to the 
Irish people. Referring to this 


speech, Sir Horace said: 
“I there laid it down as an es- 
sential of the settlement that it 
should have a good chance of re- 
ceiving, not immediately but ulti- 
mately, the support of the majority 
of the Irish people. Throughout the 
controversy I have insisted upon a 
united Ireland, with a real demo- 
cratically constituted parliament in 
supreme control of all its affairs 
other than foreign policy and de- 
fense. 

“The report to which you call my 
attention sets up two parliaments. 
one for the northern and the othe: 
for the three southern p:ovinces. 
while the Irish parliament which 
will determine the natitonal policy 
of Ireland is reduced to some kind 
of a council which can never have 
any dignity nor stature, until both 
the new parliaments agree to en- 
dow it with what: Irish opinion at 
home and abroad considers essential 
powers. 

“Such a setthement would have to 
be imposed upon Ireland, and the 
one thing to be said in its favor— 
and, indeed, this might be said of 
any conceivable experiment—is that 
it could not make things any worse 
than they are at present.”

Policeman Heard Shot. 

Patrolman A. E. Blackstone, the 
first policeman to reach the Irwin 
home after the shooting, said that 
he heard the pistol shot and hurried 
to the scene. He said he met Mr. 
Irwin in the hallway of the Irwin 
home and that the latter told him 
he had shot a man-whom he had 
caught in his wife’s room. Irwin 
rave him the pistol and showed him 
to the room where Moody lay. said 
the patrolman. The witness stated 
that Mr. Irwin told him that he 
known for sometime that his wife 
had been intimate. _ with Moody and 
he had tried to reason with her. He 
said he had also told Moody to leave 
hut the latter had refused, testified 
the witness. In referring to the 
shooting Officer Blackstone state 
that Moody told him “it was the 
only wav out.”

“A circular on the above subject,” says this week's bulletin of the 
State Bureau of Markets, “has been issued by B. L. Winchell, regional di- 
rector, U. S. railroad administration. While the farmers, ginners and 
warehousemen have realized in a general way for years that losses in cot- 
ton through careless and improper storage have been very heavy, cotton 
factors have known that this loss was exceedingly heavy.” Mr. Winchell 
points out the fact that through tests conducted by U. S. department of 
agriculture, where a bale of cotton has been exposed to the weather, lying 
on the ground, the loss sustained was 232 pounds— or almost 50 per cent. 

‘Every farmer who is storing his cotton at home should see that it is 
sufficiently elevated from the ground to prevent absorption of moisture, 
and that it is properly covered so as to be protected from rain. Labor is 
too searce, time is too valuable and the price of cotton entirely too high 
to permit it to rot in the back yard after it has been produced under such 
tremendous difficulties.” 

Every farmer’ should get a copy of Mr. Winchell's circular and read 
it closely. Every bale of cotton should be carefully and securely stored.

Today there was heavy calling of loans by the Wall street banks. 
The renewal rate of 12 per cent was the highest, with one exception, 
June 164 last, within the past ten years.
